He 
deserve a fair hearing.

O H IO M E N A T C H A T H A M , ONT.

Chatham, Ontario, is a little town on the Thames 
rivfer, very suggestive of the English village, which 
is closely connected with several Ohio personages, 
it was on the banks of the Thames near Chatham

neglected poor vision or even total 
blindness may occur in oue ey e. 
Children with this 
affliction are 
humiliated 
and 
made unhappy . 
They are shy , sensitive and in con 
sequence have difficulty in making 
friends. 
Corrective Exercises 
Bear in mind that movements of 
the ey e-ball 
are 
controlled 
by 
groups of muscles. Like other mus 
cles of the body , these will weaken 
If not given the proper care. If 
one muscle of the ey e weakens, 
more work is thrown on the other 
muscles. In consequence, the ey e- 
jbali may be turned out of its prop­ 
er position. 
By proper care early In life it Is 
possible, in many a case, to over­ 
come cross ey e without an opera­ 
tion. Surgery alone was the old 
time method of dealing with this 
unpopular defect. Of cpursc, many 
parents, fearing the operation, pei^ 


mitted the child to grow up with 
this handicap. 
Recently , clinics have successful­ 
ly used corrective 
exercises for 
overcoming this defect. New in­ 
strum ents have been devised and 
by the use of these the defective 
muscles of t,he ey e are strengthen­ 
ed and corrected. 
In addition to the corrective ex­ 
ercises, it is advisable that proper 
glasses 
be 
prescribed. 
Glasses 
should be worn while the muscles 
are weak. They should alway s be 
worn if there is a real defect in 
vision. 
Early Recognition of Defects 
Mothers should bear in mind that 
many children are born with ey e­ 
balls so small or so short that tbe 
vision is defective. If a child is so 
afflicted, unusual care m ust be giv­ 
en to nourish the y oungster. Care 
in feeding, in out-of-door life, sun­ 
light and 
general 
exercise, will 
promote- the growth and develop­ 
ment of the ey e. In due time tbe 
ey eball will 
become 
larger and 
longer. When that happens the vis­ 
ion will ImprdVe and probably be­ 
come normal. Then the glasses can 
be discarded. 
Guard y our ey es 
and 
those of 
y our children. Early recognition of 
ey e defects is important. In the be­ 
ginning they 
are easy to cure. 
When neglected,

It is not the right of soy person or institution to 
prejudice this case. 
Senator Long, who told Ques­ 
tioning new spaperm en th at bis enem ies alw ays are 
trying to oust him with such petitions, apparently ii 
conildent that he eau w ithdraw this new list of 
charges against his conduct aa a public servant. He 
deserve a fair hearing. 


For obvious reasons, a great many Am ericans be­ 
lieve that a fair hearing would end his political ca 
reer.

What Will it Be? 
Demands for downward 
readjustm ent of freight 
rates are encouraged by the adm inistration’s ap­ 
proach to the subject 
of railroad coordination to 
minimize duplication of service and the interstate 
comm erce com m ision's announcem ent of a sweeping 
investigation of rates. 


E xact statistics on rates are not available, but gen 
era! trends are discernible. 
In terstate commerce 
commission figures showing the average revenue ob­ 
tained from moving a ton of freight one mile reveal 
that from 1921 to 1932 there was a decline in raven- 
nue on this basis of 19 per cent. 
Over the sam e 
period, commodity prices iu general fell 34 per cent. 
Farm products declined 46 per cent. 


It is this disparity which stim ulates agitation for 
reduction of rates as a direct m eans of encouraging 
production and distribution. 
G ranting all the rail 
roads’ reasons why rates should not be reduced, 
producers still

OHIO MEN AT CHATHAM, ONT.

Chatham , O ntario, is a little town on the Tham es 
defer, very suggestive of the English village, which 
is closely connected with several Ohio personages. 
It was on the banks of the Tham es near Chatham 
that United States troops in the W ar of 1812, com­ 
manded by G eneral 
W illiam 
H enry H arrison, de-, 
teated the B ritish forces under General Proctor In 
the battle in which Tecum seh, leader of the Indians, 
m et his death. 
G eneral H arrison was a resident of Ohio at lh ; 
time. Tecum seh had been horn in what is now Clark 
county, Ohio. 
It was in the O ntario town that John Brown, the 
antislavery fighter, and 
his 
associates gathered, 
when they had determ ined th at nothing but open 
and arm ed resistance to slavery would accomplish 
its abolishm ent. 
Brown was elected comm ander in 
chief at Chatham , and other officials were named 
for the group.

In addition to the corrective ex­ 
ercises. it is advisable that proper 
glasses 
be 
prescribed. 
Glasses 
should be worn while the m uscles 
are weak. They should alw ays be 
worn lf there is a real defect in 
vision. 
Early Recognition of Defects 
M others should hear in mind that 
m any children are born with eye­ 
balls so sm all or so short th at the 
vision is defective. If a child is so 
afflicted, unusual care m ust be giv­ 
en to nourish the youngster. Care 
in feeding, in out-of door life, sun­ 
light and 
general 
exercise, will 
pro m o te-the grow th and develop­ 
m ent of the eye. In due tim e the 
eyeball will 
become 
larger and 
longer. W hen th at happens the vis­ 
ion will imprdVe and probably be­ 
come norm al. Then the glasses can 
be discarded. 
Guard your eyes 
and 
those of 
your children. Early recognition of 
eye defects is im portant. In the be­ 
ginning they 
are easy to cure.

W hen Volney Rogers was bom 
in M iddleton tow nship In 1846 the

S. Irving. Jam es Rogers, in 1S74, 
was a tru stee of the tow nship with 
W illiam H uff and W. J. Billings­ 
ley. 
Ile had also served the year

The first m iller in th e t township 
was John Leslie, its initial perms- 
inent settler. 
H e constructed 
a 
machine to grind corn by hand- 
power. 
Benjam in W right, soon af­ 
terw ards, began the first grinding 
by w ater power. 
He had a sm all 
corn-mill on 
B rush 
run. 
Aaron 
Brooks, in 1803, 
constructed thfe 
first mill which had a bolting ap­ 
paratus. 
The next mill was built 
on Section IO by B arnard 
Feezie. 
It was sw ept aw ay by the freshet 
of 1813.
